Catholics back Bp. Maher 
with volumes of signatures 


Southern Cross Reporter 


Three volumes, each larger 
than a Manhattan telephone 
directory, were handed to Bish- 
op Leo T. Maher of San Diego, 
May 9. 


With the volumes came the 
support of almost 28,000 adults 
in San Diego county for the 
bishop’s stand on abortion and 
against the National Organiza- 
tion for Women. 


PRESENTED TO the bishop 
by the president and officers of 
the Right to Life Council of the 
county, the volumes contained 
27,800 signatures obtained from 
Catholics at Mass on_ two 
Sundays previously. 

“We applaud the courage of 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, for his 
recent statement concerning the 
Church’s teaching which pro- 


tects innocent life and prohibits 


abortion,’’ said the statement 


signed by so many. 
“We also agree with the 


measures to be taken in dealing 
with those who persist in calling 
themselves Catholics, yet pub- 

licly support a pro-abortion 

position.”’ 


NAMES, ADDRESSES and 
signatures followed, page after 
page, showing a short, but 
enthusiastic campaign in sup- 
port. 

The signatures were obtained 


- in two Sundays at only 70 of the 


diocese’s 175 churches, and only 
from persons over 13 years. of 
age, according to Mrs. Marilyn 
Smyth, county president of he 
Right to Life Council, leading 
the group of ladies making the 
presentation. 


Bishop Maher, obviously 
pleased at this public acknow- 
ledgement of his stand, said it 
confirmed the view of the vast 
correspondence he is receiving 
on the question which runs at 
100 to 1 in his favor. 


‘Unfortunately those opposed 
have to stoop to very nasty terms 
in which to express themselves, 
perhaps showing the satanic 
influence which pervades this 
matter,’’ he added. 


HE SAID THAT both the 
diocesan priests’ senate and the 
sisters’ senate had expressed 
full support for his action. He 
also said that Cardinal John Krol 
of Philadelphia had written his 
support and Cardinal Terence 
Cooke of New York, recently his 
‘house guest in San Diego, had 
expressed similar support. 


“It is very difficult to see how 
a Catholic woman can belong to 
NOW,”’ he said, ‘‘since so many 
of their tenets are in conflict with 
the teaching of the Church.’’

Catholics respond quickly and 
warmly to plight of refugees

Though still faced with gigantic problems 
of starting new lives in a foreign land, the © 
Vietnamese refugees at Camp Pendleton are 
at least keeping warm at night thanks to-the 
diocesan Catholic Community Services, the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society and generous 


Catholic families. 


“They are freezing to death there,”’ 
Mark Doran, 
director. ‘‘The California nights are 40 to 50 
degrees colder than they are in Vietnam and 
the refugees were evacuated from there with 
little more than the clothes on their backs.”’ 


NEARLY 12,000 ‘pounds 
sweaters, coats and other clothing were sent 
to the camp last week, but-more is needed, 


according to Msgr. 


Msgr. Doran said. 


He called all pastors in San Diego County 
urging them to appeal to their parishioners 
for clothing donations, following Bishop Leo 
T. Maher’s letter to priests seeking aid for 


the refugees. 


“The people responded tremendously,’ 
and within a week we had a whole 
room jammed with bundles of clothing.’ 


Msgr. Joseph Topping, St. Vincent de 
Paul director, loaned several of his trucks 
and drivers to haul the collection to Camp 
Vincent employes spent 
nearly two days loading the trucks.

Malpractice suits a menace to all 


There is probably no nation in the world as 
litigation conscious as the United States. Litigation 
is almost a major industry, and in one respect, at 
least, it is in danger of causing severe ‘‘pollution.’’ 
The recent and current threat to the’ efficient 
operation of health and medical services is a case in 
point. 


There is a crisis due to the disruption of hospital 
services by doctors and others unable or unwilling 
to pay the fantastically high costs of malpractice 
insurance premiums. What should be cause for 
concern, over and above the current situation, is 
the spread of such claims to affect other professions 
and occupations in the ‘‘public’’ domain. 


Are we to expect malpractice claims against 
lawyers next, because their incompetence loses 
cases? Should newspapers and reporters be sued 
because they publish a wrong date or time, through 
typographical error, and thus jeopardize the 
financial or other success of an event? 


And what about priests and counselors? Are they 
to find themselves the object of malpractice suits 
because their advice proves unsuccessful, however 
well intended? Admittedly there is litigation over 
wrongful arrest by police—a form of malpractice, | 
suppose—but how about fortune tellers and 

- professed astrologers? Would they be able to blame 
the stars? ; 


We are all human and can all make mistakes. 
There is also carelessness and callousness to be 
found in all professions. But the ransom price of 
malpractice liability insurance is too high a price to 
pay. Maybe we should get lawyers to judge the 
professional capabilities of doctors and vice versa, 
and disbar 
incompetence. 


As simple as that 


Nobody would accuse King Hussein of Jordan of 
being naive. He has lived too long with the rigors of 
Middle East instability to be other than a cautious, 
careful man. But his statement last week, when 
speaking in Charleston, $.C., on Arab-Israel peace 
appeared that way. 


He said the Arab states accept “Israel’s right to. 


exist within recognized borders,’’ coupled with 
non-belligerency. “‘All of these we accept on 
condition that Israel withdraw from all Arab 
territory and recognize the legitimate rights of the 
cae unier in their homeland. It is as simple as 
that.”’ 


It is not as ‘‘simple as that’’ —and the king knows 
it. The rights of the Palestinians ‘‘in their 
homeland’’ opens_up a can of worms of enormous 
proportions. 


Testing for married life 


Nobody has yet devised a satisfactory way of 
“testing intending couples before marriage. In the 
one great, lifetime commitment we make, often as 
immature youngsters, we are set no real test, no 
barrier to disastrous mistakes. In the Church there 
are the pre-Cana courses or their equivalent, which 
attempt to instill into the engaged couples some 
indications of their undertaking. But nothing in the 
way of a ‘‘pass’’ or ‘‘fail’’ test. 


Even California has tried to slow down: youths 


from a hasty marriage, alarmed, as it is, by the high”

divorce rates. In 1970 the law was changed to make 
it compulsory for couples where one or other is 
under age 18, first to obtain court permission to 
marry. The court requires premarital counseling 
before granting permission to marry. 


Although the legislation was enacted in 1970, it is 
still not getting through to people, and the majority 
of young marriage applicants are completely 
unaware of the law, according -to the county 
coordinators for premarital counseling. 

Having spoken to pre-Cana groups in our 
church-related pre-marriage programs, | must 
admit that it is extremely difficult to talk to about 
100 people, or 50 couples, on the pitfalls and 
problems of marriage when half of them seem to be 
just going through the motions of listening, to fulfill 
the official requirements. before the nuptials. 


In the Orlando, Fla. diocese, the latest marriage 
guidelines from the priests’ senate recommend a 
three-month mandatory waiting period for those 
under 19 wishing to marry. 


Mass in the home 


The televised Mass. going into homes from 
Channel 39 every Sunday is certainly a most useful 
and spiritual apostolate for shut-ins, and those 
participating bring a sense of variety to the liturgy. 


However, on a recent Sunday, while the priest 
celebrant was dressed in a most ornate golden 
chasuble and wore an almost episcopal ring, the 
altar boy alongside him looked as though he had 
gotten into his open-neck shirt in a great hurry and 
couldn’t get to a mirror. It should be remembered 
by all concerned—celebrants, servers and choirs— 


that they are going into the homes of viewers, 


taking the Mass there, and that they should be 
dressed suitably for the occasion. But more than 
that, the Mass is a eucharistic ceremony centered 
on Christ who, after all, deserves some sartorial 
respect. 


It is.a pleasure to record, however, that on a 
subsequent Sunday to the sartorial disarray, we 
saw well-dressed altar boys and a choir from St. 
Therese Academy dressed in smart uniformity and 
presenting an attractive picture to the world of 
viewers. 


Cardinal Mindszenty 
It is always interesting:to meet a legend while he 


is still alive, and for the many who met him when he 


visited last year, | am sure Cardinal Mindszenty 
will remain long in our memories. This sprightly, 
fiery, yet kindly man who had defied all efforts to 
break his spirit, eventually, and unhappily, became 
a subject for discord even within the Church he so 
proudly defended. . 


As he stepped off the steps of the airplane ramp 
at San Diego airport, to be met by wellwishers and 
our bishop, he was greeted by a girl dressed in 
Hungarian national costume, the first of many 
greetings. That moment I caught in my camera, a 
picture now entered in the Catholic Press 


Association’s ‘‘best picture of the year’’ competi- 
tion, to be judged as you read this, at our 
convention in New York. | don’t think it will win, but 
it recaptures a precious moment for several 
people—and not least one little girl—now that 
Cardinal Mindszenty is making his report direct to 
the good Lord.

Some of the areas covered 
by Synod II are certainly 
worthy of consideration but 
unless we follow the ~prin- 
ciple of subsidiarity as ex- 
plained by St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas, namely, that it is wrong 
to give to a larger and higher 
power that which can be 
done on a lower or smaller 
level, the effect on our 
Church could be disastrous. 


Many people already be- 
lieve there is too much 
bureaucracy and power 
struggles in our Church 
today. If prudence is not 
observed, Synod II could be a 
sorry chapter in the history of

The way of an eagle 


We were talking...about how often we 
contradict ourselves, saying one thing and 
acting out another, holding to a certain 
belief yet drawing conclusions which are 
counter to its premise. 


We were discussing a book, mainly 
autobiographical, in which the author 
speaks of her experience of God and his 
acceptance and forgiveness of all crea- 
tures. In the final paragraphs, she 
mentions Satan, expressing the hope that 
““in time, God might even forgive’’ him. 


IT STRUCK ME that, with the best of 
intentions, we seem bent on limiting his 
love, limiting his forgiveness. If he loves 
totally, and forgives utterly, then who can 
be excluded from his compassion? It is not 
God who rejects Satan, but Satan who 
rejects God. 


lf a soul is fixed upon evil to such an 
extent that love and forgiveness cannot 
penetrate, this does not mean that the love 
is diminished or withdrawn, nor that the 
forgiveness is diluted or denied. Whatever 
our own inadequacies in this area we 
cannot project them on to God. 


There is no way, try as we might, to 
diminish the indiscriminate nature of 
God’s love. All that he is is love—the 
source, the development, the expression 
and the end of love. 


WHEREVER HIS presence is, there is 
love, waiting to be acknowledged and 
recognized. And his presence is in 
everyone, everything. If it were possible 
for God to withdraw his love from any part 
of his creation, it must simply cease to 
exist, for without his love there is nothing. 


This is why salvation and condemnation 
are eternal—because God’s love is 
eternal. Even when we have condemned 
ourse!ves :o damnation, he does not—can 
not—cease to love us. 


This kind of loving is beyond our 
comprehension. It simply does not make 


sense to us. We can understand anger and. 


punishment. We have no problem with 
denying people happiness and the 
rewards we hope to merit. It is logical to 
us to cast out from our midst those who 
endanger or subvert the community. 


BUT IT IS NOT logical to God. For him 
the only logic is forgiveness and 
reconciliation, and enduring self-offering. 
We find a problem with this doctrine of 
love and the tolerance of evil or the 
teaching on purgatory and hell, but it is 
precisely because God loves the way he 
does, that hell is possible. 
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It is because of his eternal limitless love 
that, rejecting him, we condemn ourselves 
to eternal limitless agony. All creation 
longs to return to unity with _ its 
source—for only in being true to the 
power of love that brought us into being, 
can we come to the full realization of our 
potential and fulfill our destiny. ; 


-In the experience of our life on earth, 
when we deny our true nature and try to 
be what we are not, refuse to love when 
we long for love, turn from others towards 
ourselves, we become likely candidates for 
mental anguish and a psychiatrist’s couch. 


WHEN WE encounter the vision—the 
knowledge—of our source and end as 
utter self-givingness, unconditional love, 
unending fidelity, unremitting forgive- 
ness, penetrating tenderness and gentle- 
ness, and are unable to evade the 
awareness of our own betrayal and 
rejection, who can conceive of the agony of 
shame that must bring! 


And if, like Judas, we will not accept 
forgiveness, what alternative do we leave 
God, in his respect for our freedom of will, 
but to allow us our will and love us even as 
we refuse his mercy? 


‘‘No man can look upon the face of God 
and live,’’—not because God is a 
destroyer, never that, but because his love 
is too overpowering, too devastating for 
our minds to grasp. And we are far too 
little prepared to face it. 


1 DO NOT FIND it shocking to think that 
God would forgive Satan. | do find it very 
frightening and undermining to suppose 
that he might not. Not to forgive would 
imply that God fears the power of evil, and 
that is not possible. - = 


Evil has no power except that which we 
give it over our lives and even then it is the 
power of love denied. If we did not will evil 
it would soon dissipate; if we truly loved, 


it would be destroyed. : 

' We view God’s love through the wrong 
end of a telescope, | think, in our constant 
effort to reduce him to proportions easier 
for us to grasp. We need to turn our sights 
around and come to understand that we 
are able to focus on only minute parts of 
the whole—that we do not possess God’s 
eye view. 


Then, perhaps, the immensity, the 
imponderability of his forgiveness might 
have a chance to edge itself into our 
consciousness and illuminate our under- 
standing. 
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The Priesthood: Ministry of Christ 


If a priest is to be 


truly needed by people 
he must lead to Father

We hear much of an identity crisis among 
priests. Some diagnose the problem as 
psychological or sociological. For others the 
problem is regarded as more theological 
than cultural. Most reports stress the 
loneliness of the priest and emphasize 
obligatory celibacy as the contributing factor 
to the priest’s loneliness. 


Loneliness in the sense of living alone or 
unmarried has never been easy for a priest. 
It is perhaps more difficult today because 
many priests are not wholly convinced that 
they are needed. ; 


“A policeman’s lot is not a happy one,”’ 
but policemen stay on the job, whether they 
are liked or disliked, because they feel that 
they are needed. 


CELIBACY BECOMES a problem when a 
priest, often without conscious search, finds 
that there is someone who claims to need 
him desperately and who can fulfill his need 
to be needed. 


In the past an unquestioned theology of 
the uniqueness of the priest, of his 
essentially different consecration from that 
of the baptized Christian supported the 
priest in his aloneness and assuaged much of 
his loneliness. 


He was convinced that he was ‘‘chosen 
from among men”’ in a very special way by 
ordination, and that he alone could ‘‘act on 
behalf of men in relation to God,’’ that he 
alone could ‘“‘offer gifts and sacrifices for 
sins’’ (Hebrews 5:1). 


TO CELEBRATE the Eucharist and to 


forgive sins in the sacrament of Penance was 


_ taught by the.Council of Trent to be the 


specific function of the priest, and many 
priests felt that they fulfilled their strictly 
ptiestly ministry when they said Mass and 
heard confessions. E i 

_ This does not mean that priests of the past 
were less involved in the caritative ministry 
or the corporal works of mercy than priests 
today. There is scarcely a Catholic hospital, 
orphanage, home for the aged or other 
institution for the sick, the hungry, the 
naked and the poor that is not the 


beneficiary of a priest’s wider ministry. 


And yet the priest of yesterday did not 
look upon himself as a social worker, a 
gerontologist nor, despite his hours of 
counselling in the confessional, did he see 
himself as a psychologist or a professional 
counsellor. 


HE WAS useful and even wanted in all of 
these ministries, but he felt that he was 
needed only in his strictly cultic ministry of 
offering the Eucharist and preparing his 
people for their worthy participation. 


This self-image of the priest as the 
liturgist of the sacraments and the 
mystagogue who leads his people in the 
celebration of the sacred mysteries was 
reflected in the reverential awe in which he: 
was held by most of his people. 


Men tipped their hats to him as they did to 
the Church in which he ministered; women 


regarded him as untouchable as the chalice 
he carried to the altar. : 


THE PRIEST of the past may have been 
uncomfortable in the niche in which the 
people enshrined him; and he must have 
been tempted often to divest himself of his 
priestly garments and clerical attire and 
mingle more freely with his people. But for 
him. there was no identity crisis. 


Younger priests who have been trained 
after Vatican II are less sure of their identity 
and their essential ministry. They can quote 
the directive of the Council that ‘‘their 
primary duty is the proclamation of the 
Gospel to all’’ (On the Ministry of Priests, 
No. 4), and conclude that they are not so 
much priests as they are prophets, ministers 
of the Word, rather than ministers of the 
sacraments. 


They can cite Vatican II to the effect that 
“the priest has the poor and the lowly 
entrusted to him in a special way’’ (No. 16); 
and many conclude that their essential 
ministry must be that of a super-social 
worker, who is skilled in guidance, 
counselling, teaching the retarded, helping 
the handicapped and in meeting the multiple 
needs of the inner city. - 


UNQUESTIONABLY, all these ministries 
must be the concern of the priest, but the 
new priest soon finds out that others have 
been prepared to do these jobs better than 
he, and he may begin to question whether he 
is really needed in these ministries. 

’ An increasing number have decided that 
they are not needed. Much as they are liked 
or wanted, they leave the priesthood and 
readily find someone who does need them. 


But most remain, strengthened by their 


experience and ready to admit that their_ 
_ multiple ministry must be directed to the 


Eucharist as the ‘‘source and summit of the 


. whole work of the preaching of the Gospel’’ 


(No. 4), as the ‘‘summit towards which the 


activity of the Church is directed...the 


fountain from which all her power flows’’ 


_ (On the Liturgy,’’ No. 10). 


ACCORDING TO Vatican II, the priest 
must be above all a leader and shepherd of 
his people. He must ‘‘gather God’s family 
together as a brotherhood of living unity and 
lead it through Christ and in the Spirit to 
God the Father’ (‘‘On. the Ministry of 
Priests,’’ No. 16). 


. As a leader, he must orchestrate all the 
gifts and talents possessed by his people, he 
must facilitate or make it easy for the people 
to exercise their own ministry of service to 
the community. : 


But if the priest’s ministry is to have 
meaning, if he is to be truly needed by his 
people, he must lead them to the Father in 
the celebration of the Eucharist, where he 
alone presides as liturgist of the Word and 
the sacrament. 


“For the goal of apostolic works is that all 
who are made sons of God by faith and 
Baptism should come together to praise God 
in the midst of His Church, to take part in 
her sacrifice, and to eat the Lord’s Supper’ 
(“On the Liturgy,’’ No. 10). 
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“THE BREAD you offer, which earth has given and human hands have made, the wine 
you bring, fruit of the vine and work of human hands, become the body and blood of 
Christ. These nourish your life, transforming all your energy into divine love, so that the 
work you go out to do will be a service of love. By this service you will build up that 


_communion in love which will be fully consummated in the heavenly banquet, 


celebrated in the joy of the Lord. Towards this consummation the whole ministry of the 
priest tends.”’. :

- Acts of justice, mercy 
help improve human life.

‘Action on behalf of justice is an essential 
dimension of the Church. Consequently it 
must bea basic component of religious 
education. This subject is discussed in 
Chapter Six of the National Catechetical 
Directory which is entitled ‘‘The Christian 
Life of Service.’’ 


One section of this chapter discusses the 
relationship of mercy and justice. ‘‘Both 
justice and mercy: are essential Christian 
acts. Each brings its own contribution to the 
improvement of human life. Both the Bible 
and contemporary understandings testify to 
deeds of justice and mercy. 


“In the Old Testament (in the Book of 
Deuteronomy) God continually reminded the 
Hebrews to face and solve the problems of 
poverty and oppression (15:11). The Lord 
insisted they respond with works of mercy 
(15:7f). 


“THIS INCLUDED hospitality to strang- 
ers and gifts of food and clothing wherever 
needed (10:18f). If they should fail to do this 
they would be abominable in the Lord’s sight 


and forgetful of His own generosity to them | 


(8:17; 9:6). 


“In addition to the response of love and 
mercy the Hebrews were also required to 
practice justice by reforming social struc- 
tures every seventh year (15). This 
sabbatical year was to be a kind-of amnesty 
to victims of the social system. 


“Let creditors excuse their debtors. Let 
slaveholders free their slaves and give them 
generous bonuses. Let landowners give 
sections of their holdings to the propertyless. 


‘‘THE RESPONSE of mercy tended to be 
on a personal basis, while the response of 
justice addressed itself to social life. In the 
New Testament the message of Jesus and 
His healing works testify to the need for 
personal acts of mercy. The first Christian 
communities in Acts idealize the just society 
where in all created goods are available for 
everyone (Acts 2:44; 4:32-35).’’ 


This biblical understanding of mercy and 
justice is then translated into contemporary 
terms. 


“Acts of mercy are generally personal and 
spontaneous responses to human need and 
tragedy. Such are the expressions of human 
compassion in cases of floods, famine, 
highway accidents, illness and death. 
Money, sympathy, food and clothing are 
given quickly to relieve the victim’s situation 
or pain. 


“THERE IS usually a short-term quality to 
this assistance since it is expected the 
emergency conditions will soon return to 
normal and relief measures no longer 
needed. 


“‘The classic example is the story of the 
Good Samaritan who takes no time to ana- 
lyze the root causes of highway crime in Pal- 
estine or why there was priestly indifference 
to human tragedy. The Samaritan, faced with 
a victim of highway brutality, provides 
immediate and prompt relief. 


“‘Those acts have been traditionally called 
by the Church the corporal works of mercy. 
These are: feeding the hungry, giving drink 
to the thirsty, clothing the naked, visiting 
the imprisoned, sheltering the homeless, 
visiting the sick, burying the dead. All 
Catholics should be familiar with and should 
practice these works of mercy. 


“CIRCUMSTANCES that call for a 
response of justice are different. The victims 
of injustice live in conditions similar to those 
who suffer from disasters and catastrophes 
—hungry, homeless, illiterate, without 
medical care. 


“These conditions call for personal acts of 
mercy. But they also call for justice, that is, 
the removal of social conditions that 
perpetuate human suffering. 


‘“‘The work of justice then means probing 


for and removing the root causes of injustice. 
This requires persistent and courageous 
effort. 


‘«.,.ACTS OF mercy are inappropriate, no 
matter how well-intentioned, as responses to 
the extraordinarily imbalanced distribution 
of power and wealth evident in the world 
today.’’ (Populorum Progessio, 13 47 V-II).

Scriptural Base of Priesthood 


Not a call to” 
special privilege but 
to life of hardship, toil

The Catholic priesthood, as we know it 
today, is the result of a long and complex 
historical development. Like everything else 
in the Church, it has its roots in the New 
Testament, but only its roots. To look for the 
full tree would be illusory. 


The fact is that there are no Christian 
priests mentioned in the Gospels or the 
apostolic writings. 


IN SOME translations we find references 
to priests and bishops, true; but this is 
misleading. The Greek words so rendered 
actually mean something quite different: 
they refer to elders (presbyterio) and 
overseers (Episkopoi) in the early communi- 
ties, groups of men who administered the 
affairs of the local churches. 


Furthermore, the two terms were used 
interchangeably to denote the same group, 
without any clear distinction between the 
two. What would later emerge as priests and 
bishops in all likelihood evolved from these 
groups, but in the New Testament we are 
only at the beginning of the process. 


Today’s priesthood is amazingly rich and 
diverse, including in itself many relation- 
ships and functions that were originally 
quite distinct. Perhaps the most basic is that 
of discipleship. 


JESUS CALLED and still calls all people 
to be His disciples; this is the Christian 
vocation, and it is a challenge. 


But the Gospels present Him as calling a 
certain number to be with him in a very 
special way, and this presents a special 
challenge. It is a call to leave everything and 
follow Jesus, to be singlemindedly attached 


to Him, with a dedication that puts all other _ 
relationships, even the most sacred, in a 


secondary position. 


As He put it with typical Semitic 
brusqueness: “‘If anyone comes to me and 
does not hate his own father and mother and 
wife and children and brothers and sisters, 
yes, and even his own life, he cannot be my 
disciple’ (Luke 14:26). (Obviously Jesus was 
not abolishing the Fourth Commandment; 
‘‘hate’’ means “‘love the less.’”) 


FURTHERMORE, this call implies not an 
on and off commitment, but a permanent 
dedication:: ‘‘No one who puts his: hand to 
the plow and looks back is fit for the Hngdont 
of God’’ (Luke 9:26). 


And if Jesus said: ‘‘A disciple is not alate 
his teacher’’ (Matthew 10:24), then the call 
to special discipleship is a challenge to be 
Christlike in every sense of the term. 


It is not a call to join an elite, to live a life 
of comfort and special privilege. Jesus 
belonged to no elitist group, He enjoyed no 
special privilege. His was a life of hardship, 
toil, rejection, suffering, persecution, and 
eventual torture and execution. 


SURELY HE must have known times of 
real joy, and so will His disciple, but the call 
to special discipleship is addressed to men of 
courage. 


Another New Testament tole which would 
one day be incorporated into that of the 
priest was that of apostle. Apostleship adds 
a further dimension to that of discipleship. 


The disciple is called to be with Christ in a 
particularly intimate way; the apostle is sent 
to bring Christ to others. 


- sacrifice and Poon, 


TO THE New Testament the man who is 


‘portrayed most dramatically in this role is 


certainly Paul, so much so that he is known 
in Christian tradition as ‘‘The Apostle.’ In 
this capacity he considered himself primarily 
a servant of Jesus Christ, carrying out the 


mission entrusted to him with extraordinary 


zeal and industry. 


First and foremost a servant of Christ, he 
made himself ‘‘a servant of all in order to 
win many over’’ (1 Corinthians 9:19). His 
was a complex, active ministry; he was 
constantly on the move, traveling, forming 
communities, preaching, instructing, work- 
ing at a trade to support himself, writing 


when occasion demanded it, in and out of ~ 


jail, suffering, praying, and through it all 
rejoicing in the Good News which he carried 
“even to the ends of the earth’’ (Acts 1:8). 


We still have our missionary priests, 
patterned after the great Apostle, but the 
priest as we know him today is not quite so 
mobile. His New Testament antecedent 
would have been the overseer-elder whom 
we mentioned earlier. 


THESE MEN stayed in one community, 
governing its affairs, solving its problems, 
teaching, keeping order. As they are 
pictured in the later Pastorals (1-2 Timothy; 
Titus), they are rather bourgeois; above 


‘ reproach, temperate, sensible, . dignified, 


hospitable, good teachers, gentle and not 
quarrelsome. They would have furnished the 
pattern for the later residential clergy. 


Strange as it may seem, the priest as a 


cultic minister, one- who presides over the — 


Eucharist, was a long time in emerging. This 
is the role which comes most readily to mind 
when we think of a priest today. Eucharistic

‘some time to interpret the Eucharist as a 


sacrifice. Until it did, it felt no need for a 
priesthood as such. 


IT IS practically impossible to learn from 
the New Testament just who did preside at 
the Eucharist meal in the first century. 
Someone surely did, for the Eucharist was 
an intimate part of Christian life, but there is 
no evidence that the function was tied in 
with any “‘order.’ 


Other early Christian writings suggest 
that it was the-role of the charismatic 
“‘prophets,’’ and these same _ writings 
indicate that the privilege gradually passed 
to the overseer-elder group. 


At any rate, by the beginning of the 
second century, lines of distinction become 
more clearly drawn. We find one overseer 
(bishop) in charge of a local church, assisted 
by a presbyterate (priests) and deacons. 


THEN WITH the growth of the Church in 
numbers, the powers of the bishop were 
shared with his priests. At this point a clear 
image emerges. The priest now incorporates 
in himself all of those rich realities which we 
can discern in the Church of the New 
Testament. 


He is disciple, apostle, overseer, elder, 
minister to the faithful, cultic officer 
presiding over the Eucharistic sacrifice— 
almost too much for one man to realize in his 
own person. But this is the glorious 
challenge of a call to the priesthood.

To be a priest probably means something 
slightly different to every priest. In fact 
being a priest probably has a somewhat 
different meaning to every priest at different 
times in his life. ~ 


There was a time when I thought of the 
priesthood primarily in terms of offering 
Mass: and administering the other sacra- 
ments.

I STILL believe in my priestly role within 
the worshipping community.

suggests to me what being a priest basically 
means. We live in a changing, pluralistic 
Church, within an even more rapidly 
changing and increasingly complex world. 


MANY GOOD Catholics are understand- 
ably confused. Many feel they can no longer 
make sense either out of the Church or of 
their own lives. 


Just as understandably some Catholics— 
people of equally good will and intelligence 
—find themselves on opposite_sides of very 
serious issues, There is deepfelt polarization 
on every level of the Church. 


Within such a Church the priest has the 
extremely demanding and delicate task of 
building bridges. He is called upon to help 
people build bridges between themselves 
and God as well as between themselves.

His knowledge of both must be rooted in his 
own personal experience.

Visions of Ministry 
Dreams do not give 
_thej joy reality does

It was a summer day in 1941 when I first 
dreamed that I would be a priest. I was only 
five years old when the national eucharistic 
congress was held in St. Paul. 


Thousands of devoted Catholics came 
from all over the country to march in the 
procession that was to begin at my home 
parish and wind through part of the city, 
culminating with services at the State Fair 
grounds, about.a mile and a half away. 


I REMEMBER it vividly because we lived 
right across the street from the parish school 
from which it all’started, and when the storm 
broke loose and the hail fell and the thunder 
peeled, our house became a refuge and what 
seemed to be hundreds of strangers. 


I remember feeling very proud that all 
these people who believed so strongly in 
Jesus and Church and Holy Communion 
could find shelter in our home. Several were 
priests, and I was especially happy about 
that, though I recall being a bit disappointed 
that we couldn’t boast like the neighbors for 
having sheltered a bishop. 


Ican still see the red-cassocked individual 
standing on their porch. How I wished he 
could have been on ours! 


THE NEXT 13 years were growing-up 
years and they were a time that continued to 
impress upon a young heart the singular 
blessing that a vocation to the priesthood is. 
The priest was someone special, someone 
held dear because of what and whom he 
represented. 


Not everybody liked priests, I found out 
early, but that didn’t matter to me because 
the reasons for their dislike seemed to be 
either silly or wrong. The priest was close to 
God and he was close to people. 


And he dedicated his whole life to 
bringing the two together.“Lacordaire’s once 
familiar poem on the priesthood was a 
favorite, especially its closing line ‘‘My God 
what a life, and it’s yours, O priest of Jesus 
Christ.’’ Even poetry helped to nourish a call 
to the priesthood! 


LIKE MOST -vocations mine was _ not 
always motivated by the highest and best of 


reasons. The priests in my childhood days 


who impressed me most were the ones who 
took. the servers swimming and camping, 
and who drew applause and laughter at the 
annual St. Patrick’s Day variety show. 


They might also have been men of prayer ° 


and saints, though I never knew. What I did 


_ know was : that they! cared a ‘lot for people, 


and the people cared a lot for them. 
Everyone seemed to feel welcome in their 


_ presence. 


Although one heard that priests were 
human and sometimes even sinned (and on 
the rarest of occasions possibly caused 
scandal) we never saw it in our priests. They 
were heroes, the embodiment of all that was 
good and wholesome. 


THEY WERE really important in our 
lives, particularly the young priests who so 
gently softened the crabby pastor’s grumbl- 
ings and chastisements. Fun and laughter, 
applause, caring and healing—I guess I 
wanted badly to be a part of it all. 


Our priests had the reputation of being 
there when you needed them. If someone 
took ill or died, they were always the first to 
be called and the first to arrive. As school 
children we saw the priests almost daily, 
teaching us religion, offering Mass, or just 
joking around on the playground. 


Often on Saturday evenings, after 
Confessions, a few of us teenagers would 
loiter around the front entrance of church 
hoping that Father would stop and chat a 
while or maybe even invite us up to his room 
for a coke and some conversation. 


PRIESTS WERE people whom a person 
could count on when you needed them. And 
it was nice to know that “‘needs’’ did not 
have to be defined in terms of a crisis. 
Friendship was legitimate, too. Tragedy, 
sorrow, worship, teaching, joking, friend- 
ship—I more than ever wanted to be a part 
of it all. 


In the seminary my vocation to the 
priesthood matured. Idealism was tempered, 
but never lost. Motivation centered more on 
discipleship of Jesus and service of people 
than on applause at a parish variety show. 


The suffering of Christ took on a more 
personal meaning when the realities of 
rejection and challenge and fear of failure 
struck home. *‘Can you drink the chalice that 
I will drink?’’ was no longer a rhetorical 
question. St. Paul’s epistles describing his 
hardships-and shipwrecks became necessary 
meditations. 


MATURING IS hard work. As a first-year 
seminarian it was easy to imagine oneself as 
gold being tried by the fire (and refined in 
the process) whenever the going got tough. 


Before long, however, one doubted the 
existence of the gold! Most of us 


seminarians identified closely with the title 


They want a priest who speaks from 
personal experience of God and His ways. 
They expect their priest to be someone who 
not only knows all about God, but knows 
Him personally, face to face. : 


BUT THEN the priest, the builder of 
bridges between God and man, must just as 
truly know. people. Again, not just book 
learning, but through intimately sharing the 
joys, sorrows, frustrations, pain, excite- 
ment, and pleasure of being human. 


As a priest I feel that so much of my 
training and work has tended to shield me 
from the day-to-day experiences of the 
average Catholic, of the average human 
being living in the ‘‘world.”’ 


That is the first bridge I think people 
expect a priest to help them construct—a 


-meaningful bridge between themselves and 


God that helps them make sense out of life, 
one that helps them meet life’s challenges. 


The second bridge I feel I must help 
people build is the multifaceted one between 
themselves and others. We are called—all of 
us who say we are Christians—to work for 


of Leo Trese’s book, Vessel of Clay. Besides 
being more accurate, it was a burden more 
easily carried. 


That a priest would suffer in his own 
person was.a fact harder to swallow than his 
bearing the burdens of others.. Still, I 
believed the Lord was calling, and no matter 


_ how high the mountain or how heavy the 


cross, I knew that I should be a priest. 


THE OFFICIAL call from the Church came 
finally, and I answered ‘‘Adsum.’’ Here I 
am. Yes. Amen. And since ordination 13 
years ago the priesthood has been 
everything and more than I had anticipated. 
The laughter and the caring, and the caring 
in return. 


All the messed-up lives and the healing, 
leading the people in worship and being 
strengthened in turn by their faith, the 
joking and friendship of teenagers on 
Saturday nights, the cross and the clay—it 
has all been there, and more. 
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unity and harmony within the community of 
faith. 


However, because of his position, in many 
parishes the priest bears the chief 
responsibility of, struggling to bring people 
together, to help them realize that they can 
be one in Christ even when legitimately 
differing. 

For me, then, the image, that best 
expresses what I see to be the role of today’s 
priest in the Church is that of a builder of 
bridges—between God and people, and 
between people themselves. 


What I feel I, and other priests, most need 
in today’s Church to build these bridges 
effectively is not education, eloquence, or 
management skills—though all of these are 
vitally important—but what Solomon prayed 
for when God set him up as King to unify His 
people. 


The Scriptures recall that Solomon prayed 
first of all for ‘‘an understanding heart.’’ (1 
Kings 3:9). Or, as one translation has it, ‘‘a 
heart with skill to listen.’’ That is what I pray 
for as a priest preoccupied with building 
bridges of unity. 


Dreams that remain dreams do not ever ‘ 
give the joy and deep satisfaction that reality - 
gives. Nor are they as painful. But were I 
ever given the choice again between 
dreaming about being a priest and actually 
being one, I would not for a moment hesitate 
to choose the real thing. 


BUT I have a confession to make. A few 
years ago when the priesthood seemed to 
have lost its former status and its popularity, 
I wondered whether I could recommend it 
any longer to young boys and men who held 
the dream of someday becoming a priest. 


I do not wonder anymore. A call to the 
priesthood remains one of the most profound 
and mysterious privileges offered to 
humankind. 


May the young continue to dream, and. 


~ may those who nurture dreams into reality 


know that they are truly instruments of 
God’s peace and His justice, of His joy and 
His healing power. 
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Talking Point—Cardinal Mindszenty 


Abandoned by time and his Church? 


Remembering Cardinal Mindszenty, NC staff wri- 
ter Jerry Filteau described him as ‘‘a living symbol in 
history,’’ whose life was one of ‘‘total commitment 
to his people, blending faith and politics into a 
single, uncompromising stand’’ against commun- 
ism. 

Filteau wrote: ‘‘It was a position he never 
abandoned. Had he died in prison or even in his 
embassy exile, he undoubtedly would have been 
hailed as a modern martyr. 


‘But it was his fate to live on, through new power 
‘relations and changing events, well past the time 
when people were still so certain his position was 
right. 

‘The Vatican was seeking renewed relations with 
Hungary, convinced the path of detente would give 
more hope to the Church in that country. In his 
uncompromising stance, the cardinal-archbishop of 
Esztergom, WHungary’s primatial see, was an 
embarassment to both the Vatican and Hungary. 


“He was finally deposed, 15 months ago, his 
diocese declared vacant by Pope Paul. In _ his 
“‘Memoirs’’ published a few months ago, the 
cardinal noted with irony that the day the Vatican 
announced his removal from his archdiocese was 
Feb. 5, 1974, ‘‘on the 25th anniversary of my show 
trial.’’ 


When death came to Cardinal Joszef Mindszenty 
on May 6 in an Austrian hospital, the former primate 
of Hungary lay stripped not only of that title but of 
the title of the Archdiocese of Esztergom. 


His once warm relations with the Vatican were 
severely strained, if not in shreds. Even his status as 


‘‘Prepared for the 
worst, | now donned my 
oldest, most threadbare 
cassock, put on the 
simplest of my episcopal 
rings, and chose the 
plainest chain with cruci- 
fix. My idea was that 
when they took me away 
they would be robbing 
the Church only of these 
less precious objects.’’ 


a living sign of defiance to communist tyranny 
seemed to have shrunk when he left asylum in the 
U.S. embassy in Budapest for exile in the West. He 
called his departure ‘‘perhaps the heaviest cross of 
my life.’’ 

HE HAD BEEN the central figure in one of the 
most celebrated trials of ‘the century before a 
Hungarian communist court in 1949, The ‘‘kangaroo 
court’’ as President Harry Truman then called it, 
sentenced him to life imprisonment. 


After his conviction he was moved from prison to 
prison until he was placed under house arrest in 
1955. The following year he was freed by Hungarian 
rebels only to take refuge at the U.S. embassy after 
Soviet officials had arrested the leaders of the revolt. 


During the uprising, Cardinal Mindszenty 


appealed to the West for help. None came. In a 
message to President Dwight Eisenhower he said 


that asylum granted him in Budapest ‘‘surely saves . 


me from immediate death.’’ 


OF HIS 83 YEARS the cardinal spent six and a 
half in communist jails, one under house arrest, 15 
in asylum and three and a half in exile. 


On Sept. 28, 1971, he left the embassy and went to 
the Vatican. Pope Paul embraced him and put his 
pectoral cross on him, but the cardinal -had left 
Hungary under obedience, not ‘imposed, but 
persuasively made clear. 


L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican daily news- 
‘paper, explained: : 


‘The Holy See has always scrupulously respected 
the cardinal’s decision not. to abandon his own 
refuge and the country to which he was and still is 
linked. by sacred and deep bonds. 


“NOR WAS THE position of the cardinal 
subordinated by the Holy See to the negotiations 
undertaken over several years with the Hungarian 
government. 


“But the prolongation of his singular, and in some 
respects abnormal, condition was progressively 
rendering more acute certain problems which did 
not concern his position: but his person.’’ 


On Feb. 5, 1974, Pope Paul declared the 


Esztergom archdiocese vacant. It was reported at 
the time that Cardinal Mindszenty’s occupancy of 
the see had been an obstacle to better relations 
between the Church and'the Hungarian communist 
regime. 


HE WAS ORDAINED as bishop in 1944, and a few 
months later, after denouncing Nazi tyranny, he 
went to prison in full episcopal garb. 


In 1945 he was named to the Esztergom 
archdiocese and primate of Hungary. He was made 
cardinal in 1946. 


On Dec. 27, 1948, the communist regime 
announced ‘his arrest “on suspicion of criminal 
activities; including an attempt to undermine the 
order of the People’ s Republic, treason, espionage, 
and trafficking in foreign currency.’’ 


- He wrote in his memoirs of preparing for arrest. 


___ ‘PREPARED FOR the worst, | how donned my __ 
oldest, most threadbare cassock, put'on the simplest _ 


on my episcopal rings, and chose the plainest chain 
with crucifix. My idea was that when they took me 


away they would be robbing the Church only of these \ 


less precious objects. 


“| also prepared to take with me a picture sent me 
in November by a monk | did not know. It showed 
Christ with-the crown of thorns and bore the 
inscription: Devictus vincit (‘Defeated, He is 
victorious’).”’ : 


He carried this picture throughout his trial and 
imprisonment, and took it with him when he enjoyed 
his few days of liberty with the rebels of 1956. It 
went with him into his asylum at the U.S. embassy 
and into his exile in the West. 


ONCE IN THE ‘hands of the police, he was 
stripped naked, then dressed in a clown’s suit of 
many colors. 


He described in his memoirs the pre-trial 
detention: ‘’ -during the period that followed my 
first four weeks in detention, | lived in a kind of 
twilight state...1 can compare my state then.with the 
insecurity and confusion | felt when waking up from 
anesthesia. | had the feeling that my spine and other 
important parts of my body were simply not there. 
To this day | cannot remember whether or not | was 
beaten during this period.’’ 


He added: ‘’Even today, a quarter of a century 
later, it is true that | still suffer from painful cramps 
which ‘at times affect my whole body—the 
after-effects of those days of torture.’’

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Who’s excommunicating whom? 


WASHINGTON — Out in San 
Diego, a relaxed, sensible city, there 
is a fuss over how Bishop Leo T. 
Maher denies the sacraments to 
Catholics espousing abortion or be- 
longing to organizations promoting 
abortion. The National Organization 
for Women (NOW), being such an 
outfit, is in the middle of this loud 
quarrel. 

Scepter and all, Bishop Maher 
made it clear that he wasn’t excom- 
municating anyone, he was only in- 
sisting that Catholics practice their 
faith. It takes a militant organiza- 
tion with far greater powers, NOW, 
to excommunicate its members over 
the abortion issue — and it has. 

Anyway, there are now loud 
shouts from feminist groups that 
Bishop Maher, a no-nonsense Irish- 
man, is a typical male chauvinist 
cleric, repressing. the. right of free 
association and thought. 


Karen DeCrow, national president 
of NOW, said the bishop’s pastoral 
letter ‘‘is a direct challenge from the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy. to women 
who want to control their own bod- 
jes. ” 

Naturally, some Catholic women 
wore their NOW buttons to church to 
receive Holy Communion in defiance 
of the bishop. Naturally, they were 
denied the sacrament. And, natural- 
ly, that caused more verbal hell- 


raising. In Washington, Jan Lieb- 


man, NOW’s legislative vice-presi- 
dent, promised even more protests 
on Mother’s Day when an apostolic 
delegation meets here. 

Bishop Maher has since declared 
that his ietter was not intended to 
condemn NOW, but rather its pro- 
abortion stand. 


He further explained that he was 


just reaffirming the church’s teach- 


ing that “abortion intended as a — 
deliberate and direct interruption of 


the generative process of life is a 
serious moral crime because it 
violates the fundamental right of 
existence which God has imparted to 
every human being.”’ 

He also explained that people af- 
fected by the order, presumably 
‘NOW members, have not been ex- 
communicated and are free to at- 
tend worship services and partici-

pate in the life of the Church. 
As for women, Bishop Maher said: 


“From its beginnings, the Church of . 


Christ has claimed for woman the 
restoration of her original dignity 
and her emancipation from cultural 
inequities and the stigma of inferior- 
ity imposed in the past.” 

Bishop Maher said young people 
question how a practicing Catholic 


‘could advocate abortion, so he wrote 


the letter ‘to show the honesty of the 

Church’s position. We must show the 

world we practice what we preach.” 
All right, you San Diego Catholics, 


if you believe in abortion, you still 


can go to church, but you can’t have 


_ the sacraments. 


But what about you. NOW mem- 
bers who are against abortion? Well, 


-NOW’s hierarchy is likely to excom- 


municate you from this elite body of 
feminism for holding such convic- 
tions. 

On Dec. 18, 1974, in James 
Thurber’s Columbus, Ohio — the 
heart of Middle America — Mrs. Pat 
Goltz, 31, Lutheran and militant 
feminist, was canceled as a member 
of the Columbus NOW chapter on

grounds that she “publicly advocat- 
ed the limitation of a woman’s right 
to choose abortion, a fundamental 
policy of the National Organization 
For Women.” 

Chapter President Erica Scurr 
had informed Mrs. Goltz that her 
“active and public’? support of 
“Feminists for Life” contradicted 
NOW policy. 


Mrs. Goltz was defended by Ben- 
son Wolman, executive director of 
the Ohio American Civil Liberties 
Union, and somehow also a member 
of NOW’s Columbus chapter. 

He argued that: It didn’t fit NOW 


- to deny any member freedom of 


speech; Mrs. Goltz had never mis- 
represented NOW’s position on abor- 
tion in public or private; it is desir- 
able for NOW to allow rational dis- 
sent, and that by rejecting Mrs. 
Goltz, NOW would adversely affect 
its standing with state legislators. 

Mrs. Goltz said she joined NOW in 
1970, campaigned ardently for the 
Equal Rights Amendment by testify- 
ing, demonstrating and even sitting 
in at the Ohio State rotunda. She also 
helped found ‘‘Feminists for Life” 
because she feels “permissive abor- 
tion kills unborn women and men 
and exploits their mothers.’’ 


No matter, Goltz is out, and so is 
Karen Lorene Ahern, one-time 
member of Fresno’s NOW chapter. 
“I was hounded out,” Ms. Ahern told 
me, “after they learned I was in the 
pro-life movement. They would 
change meeting places and times 
without telling me, and hassle me at 
meetings. It’s ironic that I can’t be 
for equal pay and the other issues 
and still be against abortion.” 

Tut, tut, you women bishops of 


’ NOW. Must you excommunicate 


your own members and even fall 
into factual error by charging that 
the pro-life movement is a papal 
plot? Al Smith ran for President way 
back in 1928. But NOW President 
DeCrow still charges ‘‘that the Cath- 
olic church is the money and the 
power behind the anti-abortion 
fight.” 


Anybody who has observed this 


movement knows that just isn’t so, 
that many pro-life organization offi- 
cers and members are Protestants.

STAVISKY—lush masterpiece about a 
charming French scoundrel. 


Alain Resnais’ Stavisky combines. an 
expert perception of history, in this case the 
history of France in the depression of the 
1930’s, with an emotionally engaging 
character study of the era’s best known and 
least understood swindler, Serge Alexandre 
Stavisky. 


The story of Stavisky, a brash petty 
criminal who managed to involve almost the 
whole government in his ever spiraling and 
ever more byzantine schemes, only to see 
the bubble burst and a bogus empire 
collapse, seems particularly relevant toa 
world wracked by Watergate and economic 
chaos. 


What makes the film work so well as 
myth, however, is the aura Resnais creates 
around his characters. Jean Paul Belmondo, 
who plays Stavisky, has never looked more 
handsome, nor moved through more opulent 
sets than he does in Stavisky. Charles Boyer 
plays a lovingly decadent and dissipated 
Baron as a foil to Stavisky. 


The powerful visuals and fine cinematic 
flow make this, however, one of the most 
interesting films of the year, a work which 


offers many rewards to the patient and 
discerning viewer. Morally unobjectionable 
for adults. 


TV MOVIES include Duel in the Sun (May 
17, ABC, 8:30 p.m.)—tense saga of 
brotherly rivalry in the Old West. A 
controversial film in the post war years for 
its daring presentation of adult relation- 
ships. Jennifer Jones, Gregory Peck, Joseph 
Cotton, Lionel Barrymore and Lillian Gish 
co-star.

The Great Escape (May 17, NBC, 9 
p.m.)—part I of a thrilling fact-based story 
about an elaborate escape from a German 
POW camp attempted by Allied prisoners 
during World War II. Steve McQueen heads 
an impressive cast. Rescheduled from April 
26. Part Il airs May 19 at 9 p.m. Morally 
unobjectionable for general patronage. 


Friendly Persuasion (May 18, ABC, 8:30 
p.m.)—TV remake of the lovely 1956 movie 
about a Quaker household circa the Civil 
War. 


It’s Good to Be Alive (May 22, CBS, 9 
p.m.)—based on the life of former Brooklyn 
Dodger catcher Roy Campanella.
